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Police bust two locals for marijuana cultivation

Two local men were found to be cul¬ 
tivating marijuana within just a day of 
each other. Both Carl Ross, 61, South 
Irvine Road, and Omer W. Burton, 42, 
New Fox Road were growing marijuana 
in Estill County. 

On July 30, Estill County Sheriffs 


Deputy Randy Farthing reported that 
while serving civil papers to Burton he 
found marijuana growing on his prop¬ 
erty. 

Farthing reported in his uniform cita¬ 
tion that he found 43 plants, “in plain 
view of the house.” 

The following day, Kentucky State 
Police Trooper Don Foley received a 
complaint concerning Ross growing 
marijuana behind a shed in the yard of 


the home at 123 Lincoln Ave. 

When Foley searched the property, 
he located the marijuana and seized it. 
Foley discovered a total of 16 plants on 
the property being grown in two sepa¬ 
rate planters. 

Foley reported that he went to A&P 
Corner Market trying to locate Ross. 
While he was there, Ross approached 
him and admitted to growing the mari¬ 
juana and wrote a statement for police. 


Both men are charged with cultiva¬ 
tion of marijuana, more than five plants, 
first offense. Burton is scheduled to 
appear in Estill County District Court 
at 9 a.m. on Sept. 21. Ross was arrested 
and released from the Estill County Jail 
on monitored conditional release and a 
$10,000 surety bond posted by a Shelly 
Newman. He is scheduled to appear in 
Estill District Court on Aug. 17 at 9 
a.m.

To his opponents, 6’4 V 2 ” Dalton Riddell must 
look intimidating. The 325 
lb. defensive noseguard is 
hard to push around. 

But to his younger 
brother Shawn, he’s “a 
teddy bear.”

Dalton’s size has caused 
the Estill County high 
school senior to be noticed 
by college coaches around 
the state of Kentucky and beyond. 

He has received letters of interest from some of 
them, including Mount St. Joseph just outside of 
Cincinnati, Lindsay Wilson College and Morehead 
State. He’s even had a call from someone at UK. 

But Dalton’s football career has not been an 
easy one. He’s been plagued with bouts of asthma 
throughout his childhood. He’s also suffered 
injuries that forced setbacks. 

During his sophomore year he 
chipped a bone in his ankle early 
in the season. He recuperated in 
time to play again that year— 
until a scooter accident resulted 
in his collar bone being broken 
completely in two. 

The subsequent surgery and 
recovery forced him to miss 
nearly all of his sophomore 
season. 

But Dalton has never given up. 

“I always told myself I’d be back,” 
he says. 

Defensive coach Andar Niece 
has worked with Dalton since 
“about mid-way through his 
junior year.” 

“Dalton moves well for his size,” 
he says. “He has the ability—he 
can be as good as he wants to be.” 

Dalton’s mother, Diana, who 
works for the Senior Citizen 
Center, says her son is a “good 
student.” She’s also proud of the

way he treats people, especially younger football 
players who look to him as a role model. 

Although Dalton isn’t sure about future career 
plans, he says he definitely would like to go to col¬ 
lege. 

“I’d like to go as far as I can with football, but I 
want to get an education too,” he says. 

Dalton has played foot¬ 
ball since his middle school 
years, and once played base¬ 
ball and basketball as well. 

In his spare time, he likes 
to fish, play video games 
and sing karaoke. 

Dalton admits that he 
doesn’t watch a lot of foot¬ 
ball. 

“It makes me too antsy to 
watch,” he says. “I’d rather 
play.” 

At home in his living 
room, the camaraderie of 
the family is apparent as 
they good naturedly kid 
around with each other.

Fiscal court hears 
suggestions from 
DOC to help jail

There was a lot to talk about at the Estill County 
Fiscal Court meeting Monday. Special guest Rodney 
Ballard, Deputy Commissioner for the Department of 
Corrections, addressed the court with recommendations 
on ways to lower expenditures for the jail. Ballard has 
worked closely with Judge Taylor and Estill County 
jailer, Bo Morris, for the past several months to come 
up with ways to lower costs for the county, reduce over¬ 
crowding and make overall improvements to the jail. 
In March of this year, there were over 60 inmates in a 
16 bed facility. Currently, there are 22 inmates housed 
in the jail. 

“Thirty inmates is too many but we can handle it,” 
Morris said.

Man steals car on 
bypass to buy school

A man was arrested after attempting to sell for junk 
a vehicle to get money to purchase school clothes for 
his children.

He was released on $25,000 surety and was 
scheduled to appear back in Estill County District 
Court on Aug. 10. 


Irvine City Council discusses condition of downtown

It was a discouraging meeting of the 
Irvine City Council and members of the 
council and the mayor participated in a 
discussion that would best be described 
as heated about the condition of the 
town. 

Council members Tommy “T 0 B 0 ” 
Bryant, Nelle Wiliams and Billy Arthur 
each expressed concerns about the 
appearance of different locations in the 
city. The council told Mayor Ernest 
Farmer that several issues have been 
brought to his attention in the last 
month and it seems that nothing has 


been done to take care of them. 

The topic that sparked the discussion 
was brought to the table by Councilman 
Bryant who suggested hiring a worker 
from the Ravenna Greenhouse to be 
responsible for upkeep of the trees in 
the city during the months of April 
through October. 

According to Bryant, several of the 
town’s trees are dead or in bad condi¬ 
tion and many of them require some 
attention to weeds at their bases. He 
told the council that he had brought this 
up more than a month ago and has not 
seen any progress into correcting the 
problem. 

“We just aren’t making any headway 
in cutting weeds and taking care of the 


trees around town,” he said. “Everything 
I have asked about is still the same as it 
was a month ago.” 

Councilwoman Williams agreed as she 
has discussed several times the terrible 
condition of a wall owned by the city. To 
date, no measures have been taken to 
improve the wall’s appearance. 

“How can we expect other people to 
take care of their property when we 
don’t take care of ours?” she asked. 

Many of the council’s concerns cen¬ 
tered around downtown Irvine and the 
three aforementioned council members 
agreed that the city could use some tak¬ 
ing care of. 

Farmer disagreed with the council 
saying, “I think downtown looks great.” 


Both Bryant and Williams quickly 
remarked that, for the lack of bet¬ 
ter words, downtown Irvine looks like, 
“crap.” 

Farmer told the council he had seen 
other towns that looked better and that 
looked worse and discussed his feelings 
toward the council’s “negative” attitude 
toward the city. 

“We do a lot of work,” he said. “People 
in the city complement the way things 
look and then I come to council meet¬ 
ings and all I hear is negative remarks 
about the appearance of the city.” 

Williams and Bryant were adamant 
in their belief that Irvine should not be

Overcrowding is not a state viola¬ 
tion but it can and does cost the county 
extra expense. 

Ballard spoke on five specific areas 
where improvements could be made. 

He suggested outsourcing in certain 
areas as opposed to buying product 
and obtaining services from local busi¬ 
nesses. 

Medical services and prescriptions 
was one area suggested, along with 
food service. In March of this year, 
the county had already spent approxi¬ 
mately $67,000 on food costs buying 
supplies locally. Ballard explained that 
outsourcing this service would save the 
county around $10,000 per year. 

He also discussed phone service, 
introducing phone cards for the 
inmates to purchase and use which in 
turn would enable the county to receive 
a percentage of the money from the 
usage of the cards. 

Also, suggestions were made to set 
up a commissary company and by 


doing so, save money and offset the 
cost for the county. The county would 
also receive a percentage of the money 
placed in the inmates accounts to help 
offset costs of medical expenses for 
example. 

Besides ways to improve costs for jail 
services, Ballard discussed the physical 
improvements that needed to be made 
to the jail that would help lower util¬ 
ity costs and bring the jail up to state 
mandated standards. 

“There is no quick fix, but we have to 
save pennies to make dimes, and dol¬ 
lars,” Taylor said. 

Ballard brought a lot of informa¬ 
tion to the table for the court to think 
about and discuss that will help them 
in making their decisions concerning 
the jail. 

Irvine Fire Chief, Derrick Muncie, 
gave a report on the fire department 
at the meeting as well. So far this year, 
they have made 186 runs. 

Structure fires accounts for 14 of 
those runs, along with four mutual 
aid runs, six vehicle fires, 12 woods, 
brush or grass fires, six trash fires, six 


downed power lines, 11 unauthorized 
controlled burns and 70 rescues from 
vehicle accidents, atv, and water res¬ 
cues. 

He also stated that the department 
had undergone training through a 
Wildland Fire Class, Water Safety 
Class, Traffic and Scene Safety Class 
and some intense fire attack training 
using the Training Tower and Burn 
Trailer. 

The county has also received bids 
for Courthouse Security Cameras, 

Pole Building and Tone Alert Radios. 
For the cameras, they received bids 
from Wise Radio and Electronics of 
Irvine, for $32,638, and three bids from 
Alternative Energies of Danville; Est. 
110 for $16,691; Est. Ill for $16,586; 
and Est. 112 for $44,633. For Pole 
Building, bids were received from S&P 
Carpets in Richmond for $27,300, and 
Whitehorse, LLC in Lexington for 
$85,350. 

There were no bids received for the 
Tone Alert Radios. The court passed to 
accept the bids into the minutes and to 
advertise again for bids for the radios. 


There were also discussions about 
the Unified County Government 
Commission. 

Magistrate Gerald Rader stated that 
he had asked several people about 
being on the commission and had not 
found anyone that was interested in it 
or that even wanted it. 

“I think it has potential and would be 
a good thing to do,” Magistrate Darrell 
Johnson said. 

The court passed to table the dis¬ 
cussion to let Irvine and Ravenna see 
what they wanted to do concerning the 
matter. 

In other business, the court car¬ 
ried to accept the bids into the min¬ 
utes for voting machines, the 2011 
Health Department Tax Rates, the 
2011 Conservation District Tax Rates, 
and the 2011 Ambulance Tax Rates, 
which all remained the same. They 
also carried to accept the July Bank 
Reconciliation Statement, the July 
Appropriation Transfers, and the July 
Intrafund Transfers.

compared to other towns in terms of 
it’s appearance. 

“I don’t want to compare Irvine to 
other cities,” Bryant said. “I want us to 
have a high standard of our own as a 
city.” 

Williams remarked that the negative 
things brought to the table by the coun¬ 
cil are not the member’s way of ridicul¬ 
ing the city but rather suggesting ways 
to improve it. 

“We give ideas about how to improve 
the city and nothing ever gets done,” 
she said. 

All of the council agreed that many of 
Irvine’s citizens do a great job of keep¬ 
ing their own property clean and taken 
care of. 

“We have a lot of people who take 


good care of their property,” Bryant 
said. “They deserve our appreciation.” 

Farmer included on a list of things to 
be done around the city several sugges¬ 
tions from Williams, Bryant and Arthur 
and said he would do his best to ensure 
they were taken care of. 

In other business, Farmer told the 
council that work on the new fire sta¬ 
tion is nearing an end as there is only 
some railing and concrete left to be 
installed. City workers are still work¬ 
ing on curbs, drains and cutting grass. 

Several city street signs were stolen 
and a list has been sent to the county 
for those to be replaced. Police Chief 
Brad Smith reported that Irvine Police 
Officer Adrian McKinney arrested two 
juveniles in the case.

Over the years, I have talked with 
many persons who, without going 
into a great deal of detail, told me 
that they were dealing with “heart 
trouble” of some kind. When they 
used the term “heart trouble,” each 
one of those persons meant to imply 
that something was wrong with some 
part of the circulatory system of the 
body, and that which was wrong was 


causing them serious problems. In 
many cases, a cardiologist had been 
consulted and the best possible treat¬ 
ment was underway for the problem 
they faced. 

From first hand experience, I 
understood the situation of those 

individuals with whom I talked, 
for I have walked in their shoes, and 
that experience was not a pleasant 
one. Over the years, I, too, have had 
heart trouble. That trouble includes 
two rather serious heart attacks and 
quintuple by-pass surgery. On the 
basis of that experience, I know that 
heart trouble is a serious problem 
with which any person has to deal. 

But heart trouble can have another 
very significant meaning, for we use 
the word “heart” to mean more than 
the organ that pumps blood through 
the circulatory system. We use the 
word to mean the center of one’s

Chie-Chie’s is a win-win 
for the people of Estill

Sometimes, a community just gets lucky. 

That's what happened when Anthony and Chie 
Worsham decided to make Estill County their perma¬ 
nent home. 

Anthony, a Kentucky native, and Chie, who was born 
and reared in Michigan, have resided on Dry Branch 
Road since 2006. 

But you'll seldom find them hanging around the 
farm. 

As owner-operators of Chie's Mowing, Bush Hogging 
and Snow Plowing, there aren't many days when they 
aren’t busy. 

“When we first moved here, we just sat around for 
awhile, then we both felt we wanted to do something,” 
says 67-year-old Chie. 

Raised in the coal fields of Western Kentucky, 
Anthony, 50, was living in Michigan when he met the 
women who was to become his second wife nearly 20 
years ago. 

“I met him through my children,” says Chie, the 
mother of six by a previous marriage. Anthony has two 
grown children. 

None of the children live in Kentucky, except Daniel, 
27, Chie's adopted son, who lives with his parents and 
is instrumental in helping run the family business. He 
and his wife have one son, Damien, three. 

The Worshams became familiar with Estill County 
after Anthony's father, Bobby, re-married and moved 
to Dry Branch Road, directly across from his son’s 
home. 

“Anthony had always wanted to move back home to 
Kentucky, and it didn't take me long to fall in love with 
this state when we would travel down to his father’s 
place,” says Chie. The more people she encountered in 
Estill County, the more she came to fall in love. “There 
are just so many nice people here,” she says. 

When asked how she came to have such an uncom¬ 
mon name, the not-so-shy Chie says credit for that 
goes to her grandmother. 

“We fell in love with the name after hearing it on the 
radio. I've always been called Chie-Chie, except when I 
did something wrong, then it was just Chie.” 

The couple certainly haven't done anything wrong 
since becoming an important part of the local area, 
performing more than their fair share of community 
service work. 

“We take care of maintaining Rising Park for the city 
of Irvine at no charge, and just prior to the Mushroom 
Festival, we put mulch around the trees and shrubs to 


help dress things up,” says Chie. 

Their handiwork is also in evidence at the county 
fairgrounds during the annual fair. 

Chie, a self-described “city girl” from Grand Rapids, 
credits her husband, whom she calls “A man of all 
trades,” with helping her to learn the business carry¬ 
ing her name. 

“As a kid, Anthony learned how to bush hog from 
his grandfather, and I've yet to see anything on four 
wheels he can’t operate. He's taught me how to drive 
all of it,” says Chie. 

Using their combined expertise, the family under¬ 
takes jobs large and small throughout Estill and 
nearby counties, utilizing four plow trucks, Kabota 
tractor with backhoe, and an assortment of plows and 
weedeaters. 

Equipment is moved from job to job using a trailer 
highlighted by drawings of cartoon-like characters. 

“People know us by our little men painted on the 
side of our trailer,” says Chie. 

At a time when lots of businesses are struggling, 
Chie-Chie’s is going stronger than ever, a blessing 


she attributes to good, honest work and bending over 
backwards to accommodate the needs of customers. 

“Our prices aren't written in stone, and all our 
equipment is paid for. We're happy to negotiate and 
work with the truly needy. You get really attached 
to your customers,” she says, noting the family has 
undertaken some special projects lately for a woman 
whose husband is serving in Iraq. 

Life is not all work and no play for the Worshams, 
who enjoy fishing and raising miniature horses. 

“We like to travel too.....just pick a direction and go,” 
says Chie. 

“Se far he has taken me to Memphis to see Graceland 
and to New Orleans for Mardi Gras.” 

Pointing toward the hills from the front porch of 
their comfortable home, Chie notes she never tires 
of enjoying and appreciating the beauty of her new 
Kentucky home. 

“When the leaves turn in the fall, it looks like the 
hills are on fire some evenings when the sun is set¬ 
ting.”

Goldens & Cherries 
Bacon Roll-Ups 

1/2 to 3/4 cup boiling water 
2 Tbsp. butter, melted 
3/4 cup Sun-Maid Goldens and
